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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, "the at least one 
exterior wall... having a light reflecting section" in claim 1 line 10 and "the interior walls of 
each chamber have a groove" in claims 26, 27 and 28 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered, 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 


Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1 .75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: there is lack of antecedent basis for "the at least one exterior 
wall. ..having a light reflecting section" in claim 1 line 10 and "the interior walls of each 
chamber have a groove" in claims 16, 27 and 28. 

On page 26 line 8, "light source 76" should be changed to -light source 16-. 
Appropriate correction Is required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claims 21-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
IVIontalan et al. [US 5,490,049]. 

Regarding claim 21 , Montalan et al. disclose a light emitting diode reflector 
having a housing [100] defining a plurality of chambers [302], each chamber having a 
bottom with opening and a top, at least one exterior wall, a pair of interior walls with 
reflecting section and LED [404] positioned at the bottom (figures 1-3. column 6 lines 
30-45). 

Regarding claim 22, Montalan et al. disclose the plurality of chambers being 
positioned along a common axis of the housing [100] (figures 2 and 6). 

Regarding claim 23, Montalan et al. disclose a first chamber, a second chamber 
and a third chamber (figures 1-2). 

Regarding claim 24, Montalan et al. disclose the second chamber being 
immediately adjacent to the first and the third chambers (figures 1 , 2 and 6). 

Regarding claim 25, Montalan et al. disclose the pair of the interior walls of the 
first chamber intersecting with one of the interior walls of the second chamber, and one 
of the pair of interior walls of the third chamber intersecting with one of the interior walls 
of the second chamber (figures 1, 2 and 6). 
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Regarding claim 26, Montalan et al. disclose at least one of the interior walls of 
each chamber having a groove [302] (figures 1-3). 

Regarding claim 27, Montalan et al. disclose each groove having a top diameter 
and a bottom diameter, the top diameter being greater the bottom diameter (figures 1- 


Regarding claims 28-29, Montalan et al. disclose each groove being shape of 
cone (figures 1-3).
